At  approximately  2100Z, making  good  about  2^f0  deg.  ?ruo,at  an  altitude 
of  ft, we  sighted  an  orange-red  gloving  object  about  30  deg. 

to  our  left.  Visibility  was  good  with  sky  conditions  broken  to 
scattered  above  and  no  undercast.  It  auueared  to  be  far  on  the  horizon 
and  our  first  impression  was  that  it  was  something  ablaze  on  the 
eater; our  intention  was  to  continue  on  our  course  until  the  object 
came  abeam  of  us, at  which  time  we  could  investigate.  Ho’wever,  at  our 
speed  of  about  ^0  knots,  as  -we  continued -to  watch,  it  never  did  come 
abeam, and  although  there  was  no  aparer,t  notion  relative  to  us, it 
continued  to  maintain  its  same  position  .At 'one  time  it  disappeared, 
and  a few  minutes  re-aoowa red; this  we  thought  could  be  due  to  clouds 
on  the  horizon;also,at  one  time.momentairliy, the  glow  seemd  to  break 
up  into  two  parts.  There  v/as  no  definite*  shape  to  the  glow  and  it  was 
about  the  size  of  a sun-diameter.  I obosrved  it  withbthe  sextant, and 
foxand  it  to  bo  3 degrees  eblow  the  horizon.  Vf  e observed  it  for  about 
30  minutes.  Our  position  was  about  ^3  deg.n  33  deg  V/. 


The  above  figures  are  approximate  as  I remember  them:they  were  noted 
more  accurately  on  my  chart  which  has  been  filed,  with  our  operations 
office  in  Mia.'ni.If  you  desire  more  exact  data, I can  obtain  it  from  the 
chart. 


There  were  three  other  crow  mwmbers  besides  myself  that  observed  the 
glow  and  it  was  our  final  deddtion  that  it  was  a reflected  image  of  the 
.moon, or  of  the  actual  sunset, duo  to  refraation.

INTRODUCTION 

On  October  21,  I966,  at  about  0100,  EDT,  policemen  at  Patchogue, 

Long  Island,  sighted  an  object  over  the  ocean  to  the  soutneast.  They  reported 
this  object  as  flashing  red,  green,  and  blue,  and  as  being  extrccicly  bright. 
The  object  would  occasionally  rise  and  fall,  and  dart  side  to  side,  howe-'er, 
it  always  returned  to  the  same  place.  Over  a period  of  hours  the  object 
traveled  very  slowly  to  the  rignt  and  up;  it  was  observed  by  some  of  the 
oolicemen  mi  til  dawn. 

This  incident  was  reported  to  ohe  Suffolk  County  Air  Forc>i  base  uy 
the  policemen,  vfhc  called  while  the  evens  was  in  pro, trees.  The  press  ontsincu 
the  story,  probably  not  fro;:,  all  the  wlt-nesscs,  and  prii.tcd  stories  about  a 
"noc  dog  shaped"  object  hcverlr.g  near  patchogue.  During  the  follovirir 
niive  da;,v.,  3CAKJ  receives  arsut  50  reports  of  UFO's,  the  lo -al  police  in 
various  oowns  receiving  several  times  that  nunber.

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TH3  IWaSTIGATION 

The  investigators  arrived  the  evening  of  October  29;  they  speno  that 
evening  and  the  following  morning  going  through  all  sightings  reported  to 
SCAFB  during  i960.  A classification  scheme  was  devised  to  apply  to  the  sight- 
ings since  October  21,  and  these  sightings  were  coded  as  to  tiTve,  on  the 
basis  of  descriptions  in  the  reports.  It  was  found  that  the  majority  of 
reports  would  be  described  as  follov/s: 

Type  A;  Bright  object  10  to  30  degrees  above  the  horizon,  observed 
for  long  periods,  usually  tenainated  by  the  witness’  ceasing  to  watch.  The 
object  appeared  to  flash  red,  green,  blue  and  wiiite.  Occasionally  it  might 
rise,  move  erratically  about,  or  dive,  out  always  stayed  near  the  same 
average  position.  This  average  position  would  char4ge  very  slowly  over  a 
perio'i  frora  20  minutes  to  several  hours;  some  objects  i^ould  move  higher, 
one  would  move  lower  in  the  chy.  Repeated  appearances  i/ould  occur  on 
successive  nights.  The  objects  would  be  descrlbod  as  "brighter  than  a 


star,"  "larger  than  a scarj'  "round,"  "oval,"  "iong  anc  thin,"  or  "cylin -rical" 
All,  iioweve^  were  much  s.;aller  than  the  moon.  In  binoculars  the  object 
Gho.-^eJi  greater  color  ei’x'ects,  and  a spinning  or  chaotic  motion,  within 
itseli'.  Its  motions  were  greatest  when  seen  tiirougb  binoculars. 

T.vnps  B:  The  ooject  appeared  starlike,  semotimos  flickering  rec 
and  green  or  changing  color  to  dull  orange  or  red  near  the  horizon.  It 
would  00  iii  definite,  constant  motion  relative  to  stars,  following  a path 
fron  couth  to  nortn  or  from  vest  bo  east,  or  a jath  bet’ween  these  limits. 

It  ’.-'oul i oocasioually  seesr.  bo  "zig-zag"  or  change  course,  although  •"aitn 
baining  the  same  general  direction.  Its  shape  v/ould  bo  described  as

. "like  a star"  or  "round"  or  "too  far  av;ay  to  tell, " Its  height  i/^as 
generally  taken  to  he  about  that  of  airliners.  Observations  lasted  2 to 
20  minutes,  the  object  sometimes  disappearing  still  in  the  sky. 

yype  C;  The  object  would  display  a flashing  red  light,  sometimes 
alternating  with  white,  and  sometimes  with  other  red,  green,  or  white 
lights  moving  together.  The  course  was  generally  straight,  although  the 
object  sometimes  appeared  to  cnange  course  or  come  to  a stop. 

Most  (all  but  about  lO)  of  the  incidents  fell  into  these  three 
categories,  lype  A objects  are  stars,  type  B are  satellites,  and  type  C 
are  high  altitude  aircraft.  All  descriptions  which  fit  the  above  summaries 
with  no  anomalies  were  taken  to  be  identified. 

The  aspects  of  tj'pe  A sightings  which  caused  the  witnesses  to 
report  them  as  UFO's  were  the  changing  colors  and  the  erimtlc  notions. 

In  a few  cases  the  slcrrf  drift  due  to  the  rising  or  setting  of  the  object 
was  taken  to  indicate  somev.iing  out  of  the  ordinary.  In  other  words,  many 
people  did  not  know  that  soars  show  color  scintillations  when  near  the 
horizon,  were  not  aware  that  prolonged  fixation  on  nn  isolated  object  will 
result  in  apparent  motions  due  to  the  natural  shifting  of  the  eyes,  and 
did  not  knew  tiiat  stars  rise  and  set.  All  these  effects  were  attributed 
to  the  object  itself. 

Type  B sightings  gave  rise  to  UFO  reports  partly',  perhaps  even 
primarily,  because  of  the  "Echo  effect,"  the  illusion  which  makes  uniformly- 
merving  satellites  appear  to  follow  a wavering  path.  Also  cited  as  unusual 
were  elianges  iti  color  due  to  changing  atmospheric  scattering  as  the  elevation 
angle  changed,  and  color- scintillation  effects  near  the  hox’lzon.  Some 
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witnesses  did  not  seem  to  kncj  viiat  satellites  look  like. 

The  reports  of  typo  C are  hardest  to  understand,  since  night  aircraft 
activity  is  constant  over  Long  Island.  Probably  the  most  noted  effect  was 
apparent  hovering  as  woiild  happen  if  an  aircraft  moved  toi/ard  or  away  from, 

m 

especially  away  from,  the  observer.  An  airliner  climbing  and  moving  away 
may  remain  visible  for  10  minutes  in  the  same  place.  If  such  a climb  is 
followed  by  a turn,  the  object  may  appear  to  hover  for  a \rhlle,  and  then 
move  away  at  greater  and  greater  speed,  or  it  may  change  color  as  hidden 
lights  come  into  view,  or  even  abruptly  disappear. 

The  sightings  which  reraain  unaccounted  for  are  mostly  similar  to 
the  others,  but  some  aspect  is  different  enough  to  warrant  ikirther  considera- 
tion. Some  involve  objects  having  definite  shape,  and  these,  unless  the 
apparent  shape  can  be  accounted  i‘or,  must  remain  UFO's  for  the  time  being 
at  least. 

Only  one  genuine  UFO  exists  at  present,  the  subject  of  at  least 
five  sightings  at  the  same  time  and  date  (l600  to  l820,  30  October  19o6). 

The  object  was  a very  bright  light  of  angular  diameter  (vrhen  overhead) 
larger  than  the  moon,  which  cams  over  the  area  north  of  Soutnhaiiqpton  traveling 
southwest,  Tnis  object 'was  seen  to  stop  and  hover,  from,  several  angles,  and 
then  departed  - the  story  of  the  depa.rture  is  still  somevnat  confused.  The 
origin  of  the  object  was  close  to  the  position  of  Cappella;  it  followed  a 
path  over  a pcvsi-  line,  riale  a swing  to  the  west,  and  then  moved  southwest

to  hever  just  north  of  Southhaiigjton  College.  Flight  time  war.  on  the  orevor 
of  30  seconds  to  several  minutes;  hovering  time  is  ioscribed  ns  lasting 
anywhere  from  a few  minutes  to  at  least  20  minutes. 
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. It  is  known  that  there  are  helicopters  in  tne  area  equipped  with 

very  bright  floodlights,  directed  downward,  which  ore  used  during  night 
search  and  rescue  missions.  Many  possible  bases  for  a hollcopber  v:ere 
contacted,  including  police  both  local  and  county,  o.  Marine  base,  sevcrol 
Coast  Guard  bases,  several  Navy  bases,  private  organizations,  and  GCAITJ 
Operations.  None  had  a helicopter  operating  at  the  right  place  and  time. 

There  must  still  be  a source  missing,  however,  because  the  investigators, 
on  the  following  night,  while  traveling  on  the  Kortli  Road  throu'^h  the  area 
in  question  and  at  the  same  hour,  sav;  a helicopter  cruising  f-SE  at  low 
altitude,  in  the  place  where  no  helicopter  operations  could  be  accounted 
for.  This  helicopter  shart/ed  several  red  ninning  lights  nni  two  white 
lights  (not  floodlights,  herwever),  and  presented  a most  striking  apjjen ranee. 

We  caruiot  call  this  case  positively  identified  yet,  because  there  Is  no 
sighting  in  which  the  object  can  be  asscciated  ’with  a known  flight  of  a 
properly  equipped  helicopter.

In  three  cases,  photographs  were  takeii.  The  first,  appeared  in 
newspapers  on  22  October,  and  showed  only  a jnuch-snlargei  i-ounl  fuzzy 
object,  Tnis  irao  said  to  be  a photograph  of  'wnat  the  police  in  Patenogue 
had  seen,  Tiie  original  negative  m&s  seen  by  dCA?3  person. ful,  who  repoj'tei 
that  tne  image  was  0,025  inch  in  'iamsber.  It  is  certainly-  a stellar  i;iiage.

. He  stated  that  he  sa\/  an  oval  object  to  tne  west, 
from  a positior.  just  off  tne  Hew  York  Enproseva;-  (l,t.  I-arley  will  pren  ido 
a more  detailed  A^eport).  Tne  object  was  coverad  by  clou'd*  in  about  15 
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seconds,  and  shortly  thereafter  a point-object  em-irecd  frou  behind  the 
cloud  and  moved  eastward.  It  chanced  color  from  white  to  blue  and  appeared 
to  accelerate  rapidly,  disappearing  to  the  east,  perhaps  into  clouds.  Hr. 

took  many  pictures,  vjith  a 35  mm  camera  having  a 135  mm  telephoto 
lens.  Two  frames  that  were  published  show  an  odd -shaped  object  near  the 
bottoms  of  the  frames;  these  resemble  strongly  underpass  supports  with 


diffuse  iULiimination  behind  them,  and  according  to  Mr, 


are  not 


like  the  object  he  first  saw.  Another  published  frame  shows  four  wavering 
strealcs,  reported  as  being  "the"  UFO,  plus  three  others  that  were  not 
noticed  when  the  pictures  were  taken.  The  lateral  variations  in  path 
match  e;cactly  on  all  four  tracks:  they  are  clearly  the  Imsigss  of  stars, 
formed  as  the  camera  was  slcwly  panned  past  them.  The  stars  are  the 
three  "belt"  stars  of  Orion,  followed  by  Rigel.  It  seems  that 
was  trying  to  photograph  somef.iing,  but  succeeded  onl.v  in  recording 
irrele\'‘ant  background  jsaterial.

It  is  highly  probable  that 


saw  not  one  but  two  objects: 


the  first,  the  oval,  is  not  positively  identified,  but  the  second  has  all 
the  characteristics  of  an  airplane.  The  first  object  *was  not  sufficiently 
well  obscr'/el  to  pemit  making  an  evaluation.  One  might  t;uess  tliat 
Arcturas  (if  actually  in  the  right  position)  mifiht  have  been  nehind  a 
naze  layer,  thus  giving  the  appearance  of  an  extended  object.  This  is 


only  a guess.  The  only  reason  given  by 


for  associating  the  second 


object  with  the  first,  despite  the  great  difference  in  appsarnnee , was 
that  it  appeared  immediately  after  the  oval  was  covci'^d  oy  a clouvl.  The 
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. air  trarflc  density  is  so  hi[;h  in  that  area,  hcr^evcr,  that  one  could  not 
rule  out  coincidence.

Most  of  the  sightings  are  either  positively  identified  as  stars, 
identical  in  description  to  positively  identified  stars,  or  identical  in 
description  tc  satellites  or  aircraft.

and  the  multiple  observations  of  30  October.  Only  the  30  October  sighting

contained  enough  information  to  permit  stating  that  an  object  of  unusual 
nature  was  in  fact  present.  This  case  requires  further  study. 


There  may  well  oe  more  reports  received  from  this  same  scries  of 
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events,  since  not  all  reported  cases  could  be  investigated  and  only  l/^  to 
1/3  of  the  sightings  were  i'eported  to  the  Air  Force,  For  thin  reason  no 
blanket  statement  concerning  all  the  sightings  should  bo  foadc.  All  that 
can  be  said  is  that  the  investigation  strongly  suggests  that  the  sightings 
were  caused  primarily  by  erroneous  publicity  given  to  the  report  from  the 
patchogue  police.  This  publicity  brought  many  ijeople  outdooi's  looking 
for  UFO's,  and  their  evident  unfamillarity  with  nonnal  sources  of  light 
in  the  nighttime  slyr  caused  them  to  report  unfamiliar  objects  as  UFO's, 
Every  witness  interviewed  stated  that  he  had  been  outside  looking  for 
UFO's  because  of  the  publicity. 

ANALYSIS  OF  CASES  OH  OR  AFTER  21  OCTOBSR 

In  no  case  was  there  any  evidence  of  influence  due  to  mental 
aberrations.  The  witnesses  generally  gave  good  descriptions  of  the 
subjective  appearance  of  what  they  saw;  only  in  t^/o  cases  were  there 
any  signs  that  the  story  was  being  embellished,  and  iii  even  these  two 
tne  basic  obsei-vations  seemed  correct. 


The  principal  factor  which  led  to  a UFO  report  seemed  in  every  case 
to  be  failure  to  recognize  >/hat  \/as  being  seen  as  sometninf  normal.  Many 
witnesses  described  suirs  as  "starlike,"  and  satellites  and  airplanes  as 
"like  a satellite"  or  "like  an  airplane",  Heryever,  tiie.><  noticed  comethinf 
unusual,  such  as  color  changes,  brightness,  or  unexpected  motions,  which 
to  them  ruled  out  the  first  impression.  It  is  entirel,'/’  probable  that 
if  the  witnesses  had  not  heard  that  UFO's  were  being  seen,  tnsy  would 
iiave  accej>ted  the  unusual  aspects  as  normal,  '/.'hat  was  influenced  by

Only  in  two  of  the  investifiated  cases  or  cases  reported  by 
telephone  to  the  Air  Force  was  anything  described  which  would  be  outside 
the  nonnal  variations  of  observation.  One  of  these  cannot  be  follcr«ed 
further  unless  more  sightings  are  obtained;  the  other  nay  be  a helicopter 
carrying  powerful  lights  (such  types  are  knoi/n  to  be  operational  in  the 
general  area),  but  until  the  helicopter  in  question  can  be  located  this 
case  must  remain  open.  This  is  the  only  case  in  which  the  observations 
definitely  point  to  presence  of  a very  unusual  object. 

In  conclusion,  it  may  be  said  that  the  available  information  for 
cases  on  or  after  2l  October  contains  only  one  case  bearing  any  resemblance 
to  a class  of  UFO  report  typical  of  "unlt,nowns"  over  the  pact  20  years, 
and  that  it  is  quite  likely-  r:iat  this  one  was  a helicopter  carrying  search 
and  rescue  lights.  Tnic  was  a highly  unusual  "wave"  in  that  the  initial 
sightings  appear  to  have  hac.  i:c  substance  at  all.

a UFO;  it  had  been  reporteci  to  Blue  Book  prior  to  the  events  of  21  October, 
The  object  was  well  obseived  by  two  experienced  people  and  cannot  be 
explained  at  this  time.  This  ana  several  other  cases  are  being  studied 
at  Project  Blue  Book  headquarters;  it  is  not  likely  that  any  additional 
inferrii tion  can  be  obtained  »:ithout  more  effort  inaii  Blue  Book  can  spare, 
so  the  cases  will  have  to  ue  treated  as  part  of  o\-erali  statistical  anu 
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pattern  analysis  studies  in  the  future. 

EVIDENCS  AKO  RECORDS 

The  records  of  reports  and  tapes  of  interviews  are  retained  at 
Project  Blue  Book  headquarters,  together  vrith  copies  of  photogi*aphs  and 
news  clippings.  Specific  data  on  witnesses  will  be  worked  up  on  summary 
sheets,  so  that  the  content  of  this  general  report  may  be  checked  in  detail 
if  desired. 

RECa^^tSImTIONS 

It  was  clear  that  the  Suffolk  Coiinty  Air  Force  Base  could  not 
possibly  conduct  meaningful  investigations  of  the  UFO  reports  received 
there;  an  appreciation  of  the  difficulties  involved  gave  insight  into 
what  must  be  a problem  at  Air  Force  bases  generally.  The  principal 
difficulties  arise  from  lack  of  background  knowledge  and  Investigational 
experience  on  the  part  of  personnel  assigned  to  UFO  duty,  and  the  time  and 
travel  requirements  involved  in  conducting  full  invcstii'^tions.  Most  UFC 
reports  are  handled  by  telephone;  they  may  come  from  an;,'where  within  100 
miles  of  the  base.  The  only  sure  way  to  get  the  inl’orjcatioii  right,  however, 
is  to  stand  with  the  witness  at  the  place  of  a sigiiting  and  tape  the 
witness's  own  description:  the  inevitable  consequence  of  failure  to  do 
this  is  generation  of  incomplete  and  even  incorrect  reports,  and  ultimate 
Issuance  of  ”e:iplanations"  that  are  Indefensible.  It  would  not  seem 
likel^r’  on  a statistical  basis  that  many  genuine  UFt>'s  would  be  missed 
(although  some  certainly  have  been  missed),  but  it  is  a virtual  certainty 
that  invest;!  gat  ions  of  unacceptable  quality  will  lea.i  to  official  state- 
ments which  can  only  ultimately  embarrass  the  Air  Pome. 
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The  scientific  background.,  investigational  e;qpcrlence,  and 
objectivity  required  for  dealing  witii  UFO  rej>orts  cannot  be  found  in 
randomly  selected  personnel.  Useful  UFO  reports  cannot  be  taken  exclusively 
by  telephone.  The  report  i'ortiis  in  use  are  not  likely  to  contain  enough 
information  to  permit  justification  of  conclusions,  especially,  as  is 
inevitable,  when  they  are  not  filled  out  coir^letely  and  the  interviewer 
makes  little  or  no  atteiiqit  to  obtain  the  whole  stoiy. 

All  these  factors  must  be  taken  into  account  when  one  considers 
the  apparent  UFO  situation,  Nearly  all  the  data  on  which  Air  Force  policy 
has  been  based  have  come  first  through  UFO  officers  at  various  Air  Force 
bases,  and  the  faults  noted  above  have  played  a irajor  part  in  creating 
the  inq;>ression  that  nothing  of  interest  is  to  be  found  in  UFO  reports. 

The  blaiiic  cannot  be  narrowed  wo  a single  person  or  procedure.  The  cause 
of  this  situation  is  primarily  the  Inherent  difficulties  and  inconveniences 
involved  in  UFO  investigations.  It  is  not  ■oossible  to  establish  at  every 
Air  Force  base  a coj:5)etent  UFC  investigation  team  which  can  leave  otner 
duties  at  a moment's  notice  to  spend  an  hour  or  a day  ir.  the  field.  It 
is  unreasonable  to  expect  to  find  at  eveiy  base  people  with  the  required 
training,  experience  and  objectivity,  '.fnile  iripro\'‘eracnts  can  certainly 
be  made  at  the  Air  Base  level,  the  prcbleai  will  not  be  solved  by  such 
ltr.urcr,'ej:'.erits . 


The  only  feasible  way  to  commence  handling  UFO  reports  as  they  need 


to  be  nandled  is  to  greatly  enlarge  tlie  capabilities  of  Project  Blue  Book 


This  is  entirely  aside  from  scientific  investigations  nov;  under  way:  the 


scientific  groups  cannot  possibly  keep  up  with  the  reports,  even  if  their 
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‘budget  were  tripled.  Only  Blue  Book  is  in  any  position  to  do  justice  to 
all  reports,  good  and  bad,  from  the  standpoint  of  data-gathering.  But 
instead  of  one  field  investigator.  Blue  Book  needs  tenj  instead  of  one 
secretary,  at  least  four,  and  instead  of  one  untrained  air::ian,  carefully 
picked  assistants  who  can  handle  letter  answering  and  filing  and  indexing. 

To  be  sure,  few  reports  laerit  an  all-out  effort.  On  the  other 
hand.  Blue  Book  is  perpetually  behind,  and  when  a wave  of  sightings  occurs, 
the  coverage  is  truly  sketchy,  even  when  continuing  duties  ere  completely 
abandoned.  Moreover,  if  as  come  people  maintain,  there  is  no  substance  at 
all  in  UFO  reports,  the  only  way  to  settle  the  problem  once  and  for  all 
is  to  commit  the  necessary  effort  to  it  until  the  job  is  done.  As  matters 
stand  the  Air  Force  policy  to  the  effect  that  UFO's  are  all  mis identifications 
is  not  based  on  fact;  to  the  contrary,  the  "facts"  on  file  have  been  strongly, 
even  fatally,  biased  by  the  very  policy  tsey  are  thought  to  support.  Tais 
has  been  obseived  not  only  at  Suffolk  County  Air  Force  Base  but  in  reports 
from  iioat  otner  bases. 

To  the  general  public,  the  reality  of  soMe^hing  ox'  interest  behli:JL 
UFO  reports  is  a natter  for  oclief  or  aisbelief:  to  an  investigating  team, 
it  should  only  be  a matter  of  fact  or  non-fact.  The  existence  of  an^ 
policy  statement  is  quite  irrelevant:  the  facts  are  i/hatever  they  are, 
regardless  of  blanket  statements.  Blue  Book's  sole  objective  should  be 
to  determine  the  facts  in  iXill,  as  objectively  as  huiJianly  possible,  and 
without  any  pressure  to  adopt  one  or  another  point  of  vie\/. 


Sooner  or  later  the  scientific  investigators  are  going  to  ask 
for  the  data  on  file,  in  order  to  interpret  the  results  of  sheir  own

investleations.  They  will  not  find  much  of  use  to  them.  I.ittle  can  be 
done  about  that  at  this  late  date,  but  it  is  possible  to  start  a second- 
generation  effort,  so  that  all  new  data  will  be  of  use  in  unravelling 
the  UFO  phenomenon.  It  is  recommended  most  seriously  that  this  secor.i- 
generation  effort  be  started  Just  as  soon  as  it  can  be  organized.
